Getting Started:

Identification (1.D.) and Other Documents

In order to apply for employment, rent an apartmepply for
general assistance, food stamps, or Medicaid, prope
identification will be required. The more identdition you
have in your possession, the easier it will beyfo to obtain
these services. Certain items can be obtainecewhili are
still incarcerated ask your social worker for assise, and,
for the remainder, this book will point you in thgght
direction.

FYI: In order to obtain identification, various agemscigill
require proof of address. It is smart to keepshillyour name
or official documents that have your name and asidfer
further verification of your address.

Once you are released from prison, you can go éoMbtor
Vehicle Commission (MVC) to get a new driver's lse,
replace a lost one, or renew a card that has ekpité you
believe that your license has been suspended, koulds
confirm this and figure out what you need to dgéb it back.

Prior to your release, you can get a copy of your driver’s
license record, which is called an “abstract.” Bée&ontact

FAMILIES (WFNJ-TANF) provide cash benefits,

of their children. Both programs will require yom work or
actively look for work and both have a five-yedetime limit.

Paying Child Support

If you have kids that you did not have custody efdoe you
went to prison, there may be a child support oréeuiring
you to pay a certain amount every month for thejpp®rt.
Even if you did not go to court — if, for examptége parent
with custody filed for the order while you were amcerated
— the court can still order you to pay child supgpdrhe
amount you pay in child support is tied to yourane, and if
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the court does not know your income, they will assuyou
are working 40 hours a week at minimum wage. Céilpport
payments are usually taken out of your paycheckoif have
not paid at all or missed payments, you will oweréars.”
Unless you got a modification of your child supporder
when you went into prison (see below), the amodrarears
that you owe will have continued to grow while yaere
inside. When you come out, and get a job, theyh=gin to
take out not just the monthly amount you owe foildch
support, but more money to pay back the arrear$o(@%% of
your pay in total). They may also suspend your afits
license.

Can | Get Financial Aid?

To pay for this, you will probably try to get sorfieancial
aid. If you are applying for any federal financiédl programs
after release (such as Pell Grants, Perkins Lokaderal
Family Education Loans, etc.), you are not restdctinless
you have a drug-related offense. For possessioensdk, a
first offense means one year of ineligibility (aftgour
conviction), a second offense, two years, and toifénse
means you are ‘“indefinitely” ineligible, which tohe
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government means permanently ineligible. For assale
distribution crime, a first offense has two yeafr&eligibility,
a second offense makes it permanent. Private fiaba or
loan programs may not have any restrictions.

C. Expungement:Cleaning Up Your Criminal

Record

You may have heard about expungement as one welgdo
up your criminal record as you get some distanoenfiyour
old arrests and convictions. Unfortunately, expunget is
fairly limited in New Jersey. You can expunge amiest that
did not lead to a conviction at any point. You @punge
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“disorderly persons offenses,” which are low legffenses in
New Jersey, after 5 years, and most municipal ardia
offenses after 2 years. Convictions for “indictabliéenses”
(felonies), can be expunged 10 years from the ddte
conviction, payment of any fine, satisfactory coetjgn of
probation or parole or release from incarceratidnt
whichever is latest. The most serious of theseng#fg, such as
murder, kidnapping, aggravated sexual assault.aemgblarson,
perjury and distribution, sale or possession witkerit to
distribute of controlled dangerous substances &rucan
never be expunged Expungement is a broader remedy for
offenses committed as a juvenile. Legal ServicesNefv
Jersey has published a guide to cleaning up yooorde
through expungement.

While New Jersey allows employers to look at yoummnal
record, many employers — and others like landloats
mortgage companies — will use a credit report extef or in
addition to the state’s records. Credit recordsraantained
by private companies and generally have informaabout
your debts, your history of paying bills and otH#rancial
matters, but may also have information about yaimioal
record. The information may not be correct, andléive does
offer you some protections. For example, if an ey@t uses
a credit record to deny you a job, they have tbytel this,
and give you the name, address and phone numbéneof
agency that provided the report, and the agency gius you
a copy of that information on your request. Thewyras
charge you money for that request if the employsduthe
report to deny you a job. If the records of thedidragency
contain incorrect information, they must investeggaand
correct inaccurate information.

You can get ahead of the curve by getting a copyanfr

credit record and making sure there isn't any inecr
information on it. New Jersey residents are allowed free

New Jersey law does not allow you to vote while yoe in
prison, or while you are on probation or parole fam
indictable offense (disorderly persons offenses 'tdon
disqualify you).Once you have completed your parole or
probation term, you may register to vote Make sure that
you are registered in the county in which you resid
Applications for registration can be obtained from Social
Services prior to release Also you may apply with the
Division of Elections, the Commissioners of Regitstn
office in the County where you live or from your Kiaipal
Clerk once you are released. Registration forms alse
available in various State agencies and at DivisibiMotor
Vehicle offices and can be obtained while transactigency
business.

F. Registration of Sexual Offenders(Megan’s

Law)

Sex offenders are required to register with thacpolinder
Megan’'s Law._Offenses include: aggravated sexushuds
sexual assault; aggravated criminal _sexual contact;
endangering the welfare of a child by engaging éxusl
conduct which would impair or debauch the moralsthaf
child; luring or enticing and, if the victim were minor and

the offender not a parent, kidnapping; criminaltnast and
false imprisonment and promoting prostitution ofchild
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under 18.You will be registered prior to release, butmust
re-register your home address at least 10 daysior to any
move with the law enforcement agencyith which you
were registered when releasedvou will also need to verify
your address annually or every 90 days if you arepatitive
and compulsive offender.
